THE GRAND ARMY OF FPEN-
HIONMERSN.

The Milwnukee convention has had the
ellect of bring out in bold relict o danger
to the country which has hitherto been
kept in abeyanee by the overshadowing
gentiment of gratitude to the soldiers of
the war on the Federal sidde, for whomno
recoghition for services rendered in the
couse of country, could lie too generdus
and too expansive.
